Lord George Germaine, it is faid, will frengthen miniftry | 
in the Houfe of Commons by the introduction of his fon-in-lawy 
Lord Vifcount Crofby, to 1 featin the Englifh Parliament. 
The account publifhed infeveral of the morning papers, re- 
fpedting the Captain and fifty of the crew being faved from the 
wreck of the Stirling Cafth, has revived the anxiety of many 
fimilies, and flattered them with falfe hopes; from the beit’; 
iafurmation we can obtain, orily four or five furvived that dread- 
fal cataftrophe, and- qe are forry to add to this lofs that of 
Captain Carkert, whéi courage and conduct, during the long 
and unequal confli& between the Monmouth and Foudroyant, 
will for ever reflect honoyr on the Britifh navy. 

For feveral days pat various ramours have prevailed relative 
to the failing of the Breft fleet, though we belicve upon no 
better foundation than mere conjecture. Yetlerday the report 
wus revived again with great confidence, and according to the 
reporters the French navy was gone to join that of Spain. = If 
there be any grounds for this afiertion it mult be that a detagh- 
ment of the French fquadron, lately fitting out at Breft, has 
fiiled for Cadiz, in order to allift the Spanith fleet lately gone 
from that port ta oppofe our relict of Gibraltar. In this cafe 
the French {quadron ‘has failed two or three weeks ago. IJn- 
deed we have more than once been affured of this event, and 
that the fhips employed for this purpofe confitt of feyenteen in 
number. What renders this account the more probable is, that 
of fifty-feven thips of the line, which it is certain were not long 
fince in Breft roads, not above forty now remain. From hence 
it is evident that a detachment. has !’.cn fent fomewhere, and 
as the French mutt do fomeghing to keep up the {pirits of their 
alfies, and it is well knowa how much his Catholic Majcity 
has at heart the reduction of Gibralrar, it is mach more proba- 
ble that they have been fent to aflit him in this favourite cnter- 
prize than upon any other expedition in any part of the globe. 
A correfpondent affures us, that there were, on the 14th of 
February, no lefs than fifty-one thips of the line in the port 
and harbour of Breft, in which were included fve firft rates, 
from 106.to 114 guns} /yur fecond rates ; thirty-/x feventy- 
fours ; four fixty -fours ; and éwe of fixty guns—but that the 


_ complements were deficient in a proportion of nearly oxe-third; 


that taventy-nine only would be fit for fea, for many months ; 
and that fome of thofe which had returned from the Wett In- 
dics mutt be broke up, as totally unfit for future fervice.—He 
likewife adds, that naval ftores of all kinds were wanting ; that 
the rupture with Holland, and by that means. cutting off the 
conitant fupply of naval ftores, derived through that channel, 
has proved more fatal in its. confequences to the French navy, 
than the capture or deftruction of a third of their marine. 
On the contrary, that befides the feventy-cight Britihh thips of 
the line, now on actual, fervice in different parts of the globe, 
that early in the month of May we {hall have cight more com; 
pleatly manned, found, and provided, independent of contingen. 
cies, fuch as fome okshe thips now. an fervice being obliged to 
go into dock to repair 5 fo that by the firlt week in May, we 
thalihave a flect upon actual fervice of eighty fix thips of the line, 
“which is thirteen: more than at any other period, even during

Another confideration of the firft importance, he fays, is, 
that we have in our dock-yards, at this initant, a {tock of tim- 
ber, and more than one half of it ft for immediate ufe, equal

We are forry to feceive a confirmation of our grand ficet’s 
~ having been detained four days, off Scilly, with a fair wind,

The capture of St Enttatia, and its dependencies, together 
with the fhips, ftores, &c, prove to be fo imenfely valuable, that 
every commander of a King’s thip on that fervice is expected to 
fhare at leaft 16,000). fterling ! 

‘The next convoy for New-York and other parts of Arucri- 
ca, is expected to be appointed to fail the middle of next month, 

Yefterday the Committee of the Weft India Planters and 
Merchants waited upon Lord George Germaine, on the fub- 
ject of Sir George Rodney’s and General, Vaughan’s procla- 
mation, refpecting the feizure of all private property at St Eu- 
ftatia. Alderman Crichton addreffed his Lordthip in a {trong, 
manly fpeech, of confiderable length. His Lordthip was a 
good deal {truck with the Alderman’s argument. R. Beck- 
ford, Efq; put the queftion home ‘to his Lordthip, Whether 
the Minitters approved of the proclamation, or not? His Lord- 
fhip did not anfwer direétly, but evafively ; faying only, that 
he had no right 10 difclofe the King’s counfels. Upon the 
whole matter, it is to be teared, that Minifters have confirm- 
ed the orders of Sir George Rodney and General Vaughan. 
But as his Lordthip feemed to be fenfible of the force of Mr 
Crichton’s argument, and obferved, at one time, that meflen- 
gers and packets had no wings, (from which it is obvious that 
a packet has been fent, perhaps on Tuefday, to Sir George 

Rodney) this application, of the planters and merchants may be 
not only critically timed, ‘but may have a proper effect to the 
prefervation of private property, in any of our own Hlands, 
which the chance of war may put into the hands of fome of 
our enemies. ; wee

The following fact may be depended upon, as coming from 
unqgueftionable authority : When Sir J. Johnfon made his lait 
excurfion from Canada into the country upon the Mohawk ri- 
ver, thé militia in all the adjacent prrts were ordered ovt to 
appofe him. But fich was the general veneration of the peo- 
ple for the memory .of the late Sir W. Johnfon, and thcir e- 
{teem for Sir John, that they.curned out with relu@tance: and 
Capt. Wimp, with his whole company, confifting of Sir John’s 
old neighbours,’ inftead of executing the orders of the rebels, 
joined: hit in a body, and went off with him to Canada.

“* This day, the Committee of the Hotife of Commons, on the Nite 
election for the county of Ait,’ met to proceed upon the fime, when 
the petition of Sir’ Adam’ Ferguffon, aud feveral other “preliminary 
matters, were_read. _ ‘ 
_ “ Mr Campbel/ then opened the cafe of the petitioner, and went 
into.a very particular account of .the-nature of the Michaclmas Court, 
for the purpofe of inroifing freeholders, the firit: bufinets of ‘which 
Court, he faid, was to appoint ‘a Preies to:prefideat the elvétion. (I'he 
learned counfel, after a great deal of other matter, not ‘fo ftriétly to 
the point, ftated to the Committee, that, at the dléAion meeting, Sir 
Adam Ferguilon appeared with a majority of! roupon the roll y bar, 
by the proceedings of the Court, or meeting, Mr Montgomery carried 
the election of a Prefs, and confeqiiently -every other matter that 
came to be settled afterwards. “Mr Campbell faid, that, at the Mi- 
chaelmas meeting, the petitioner fhould have had a Miajorityof 4. At 
the glection mecting, 8 were claimed by’ Major Montgomery, ouit of 
which number 4 ere admitted, and 4 rejeéted. Sir Adami Ferguflan 
claimed at the faid meeting 28, 3 of which only were: admitted on the 
roll, and 25, of courfe, refufed. At the poll on the day of eleétion, 
there wasan apparent majority of ro, though the learotd counfel,cone 
tended, that if Major Moptgemery had been allowed ‘all the 8 he 
claimed at the eleétion meeting, Sir Adam Ferguilon would then Nave 
had an actual majority of 11, admitting that he hall lad jultice done 
him. Mr Campbell proceeded to {tate, that if appeals had been 
brought to the Lords.ot the Seffion in behalf of the fourthat had been 
rejected at the election meeting on the part of the fitting member, Sir 
Adam Ferguflon was prepared io prove they had no right to be admif- 
ted on the rol}; and of the 4 that were admitted, the Court of Seffion 
determined that 2 of them had no ight to be put on the roll, name- 
ly, Lieutenant Cameron and Captain Macadam, and this reduced the 
majority of the fitting member to 8, and brought the number of his 
voters down to 63: ‘Lhe numbers were, for Major Montgomety. 65, 
and for Sir Adam Ferguffon 5¢. "There was a complaint again(t one 
of Sir Adam’s voters, but he was fii@ained. Sincé the eleétion, 14 of 
the petitioner's votes had been allowed good by the Conrt of Seffion, 
though they had been rejeéted by the meeting. Of thoferg vores, 
Mr Campbell underitood, that the other fide meaat to admit that 4 
of them were good, which were, George Anderfon, John Berry, Jobn 
Barnes, and William Brown: And he farther remarked, that the 
whole of the 14 votes that'had been fuftaned, were now on the roll. 
Againtt 6 of thofe votes appeals were brought, butnone ayaintt the re- 
maining 4, on which account’ Mr Campbell prefumed, that! they 
ought to be taken as good ones. One’ of Major Montgomery's voters, 
Mr John Campbel!, ftood objected to, under a! perfonal difqualifica- 
tion, having been, at the time of voting, undeér proteétion, which ren- 
dered him ineligible to-vote; by a Scotch act of the year 1698, clawfe 
22. Astothe cafe of John Campbell, as. it could not come before 
the Lords of the Seflions, the’ Committee’ would undoubtedly decide 
upon it. Upon the whole, the learned counfel-reprefented. that, ac- 
cording to his cafe, which, he doubted not he fhould be able to make 
out, Sir Adam Fergutlon wotld havea majority of 2 votes 

“ Mr Compbell having {tated thus much, infi(ted upon it, that by 
the r6th of the late King, it was referred to the Lords of Seffion to 
determine upon the rights of the freeholders; and they in a manner 
decided upon the right of voting s becaufe they ordered thofe upon 
the roll that appeared there, and the Prefes could not refufe any one 
that was inrolled. 

“© Mr Campbell refpeéted, as much as any man, the natnrevand ef- 
fect. of Mr Grenville’s bill; but the Committee could not, judge of the 
proceedings of the Court of Seffion. Suppufe, for inftancé, the free- 
holders, at their meeting, fhould refufe to inrol! a perfon who claimed 
a right from marrying an heirefs, could the Committee undertake t0 
decide upon it? He fhould be glad to know if the Committee 
thonght themfelves a Court of Oviginal Juritdiction, or a Court of tt 
view? If the former, it would be neceflary for them to have all the 
books and papers of the Court of Seffion laid before ‘them, forthey 
were bound to judge of every caft again de nova. The learned Cour 
fel contended that they had no iuch power, and though the Orkney 
and Kirkcudbright Committees had taken upon them to Tevife the 
proceedings of the Court of Seffion, it had only been becaufe it was 
ftated, that fome material evidence>had been kept back’ from the 
Court, and he had been given to wnderftand, that it was the opinion 
of fome of the firit Englith Lawyers, that the Committee was incom 
petent to any thing of the kind.
